The Pittsburgh-plus system was the 
one used by. the Steel Corporation and 
its subsidiaries in quoting . prices on 
rolled steel “products: manufactuted «at 
and shipped trom their plants. outside 
the Pittsburgh district at a Pittsburgh 4 
base price, “plus an amount equivalent 
to. what the railroad freight cha?tge.on 
such products would be when actually 
shipped from Pittsburgh.

Under this system the, corporation 
paid the actual freight charges from 
its -mills where the! products were 
manufactured to the customer's destina- 
tion, but the customer paid the freight 
from Pittsburgh.

Mayor Hylan opened the proceedings 
by. saying to all present: ‘‘You might 
as’ well: know from the start that no 
salary increases will be allowed in the 
1925 budget. We haven't got the money 
to do it and we can’t take it from the 
taxpayers at the point of a gun!” 

The Mayor then called the’ attention of 
his associates to the fact that the ten- 
tative ‘budget must be in printed form 
by Oct. 10 for public hearings. 

The session moved ‘along without un- 
toward incident until the budgetary re- 
quests ‘of the First Department of the 
Supreme Court (New ¥ork and Bronx

$10,000 and the city $7,500 toward the 
salary of each Justice, 

“But they were asked not to increase 
salaries,’’ declared the Mayor, ‘‘and in- 
stead of complying with the request, 
they have increased salaries. I want 
this referred back to the Appellate Di- 
vision.

McBride left Fort Slocum on his fur- 
lough at- 4 o’clock on “Tuesday after- 
noon. About .10 o’clock on Tuesday 
night he and his compatilons hired ah 
automobile driven by Samuel Lightbody 
of’ New Rochelle, a private cRauffeur, 
and told him to drive them to the 
Hunter Island Inn, . Ona lonely part 
of the: road in a wood near the inn 
they forced- Lightbody to stop and get 
out of the car at the point of pistols. 
They tied him to a tree off the road 
and attempted to drive off. Unable to 
start the car, they untied the chauffeur 
and told him to fix it.

Note to Elizabeth Johnson, 15, 
From Suspect Reveals Plan - 
to Die Together. 


SEARCH FOR HIM CONTINUES 


»| Slayer Believed to Have Lost 


His Nerve After He Had 
Shot His Victim. 


Elizabeth Johnson, the 15-year-old girl 
whose body, with a Sullet in the head, 
was found on last Sunday hidden in theft 
bushes on the edge of Carnegie Lake, 
near Kingston, N. J., may not have died 
unexpectedly. The authorities have un- 
covered evidence which seems to show 
st the girl was shot as part of a sul- 
cide con ct, by Ja man. who evide 
thet 1ést ‘and retis itor 
of killing ™himéelf. ' 

A- note, whiclr put a@ new ‘aspect on 
the case, was made public yesterday. 
It was found by Corporal Dunn of the 
New Jersey State -Troopers in the an- 
cient smokehouse of Revolutionary days, 
now little more than a cave smothered 
under ivy wild. grapevines, which 
was discovered sixty feet from the scené 
of the killing. It-had beeh torn into 
fragments, ‘scrunched into. a ball and 
stuffed -under ‘a loose stone. It was 
signed ‘'H, S.”""and was in the hand- 
writing of Harvey Selhayer, .the war 
veteran who lost’ his job as a farmhand 
with Elizabeth’s father because of his 
persistent infatuation for the child. 

~The Text of the Letter. 

The note read: — 

My dear precious Darling: 

I-am very sad tonight and my ‘heart 
is broken for the one FE love most 
dearly. Just to think only two: days 
more and I will have to part from you 
my love. I cannot do it. It seems 
that the only way out is the way you 
said tonight on the. porch. 

Give me what I want, my fair andy 
only lover, and I will do anything 
under the sun that you ask me to do. 
Without you life would be nothing 
worth while for me and if I do what 
you asked me to do our sorrows will 
be over forever. I know, My. Precious 
One, that I could not live without you 
and I think you could not go on with- 
out me. - ; 

If we cannot live together in life 
let us part together in death. This is 
the only way I can: see clear, My 
Beautiful One. 

Give me the answer in the letter you 
write tomorrow if you still want me¢ 
to do what you asked me to do out on 
the front porch last night when ‘we 
were. alone.

It stands to reason that in ‘any na- 


tional campaign there are many ques-— 


tions. that. should properly, engage the 
public . attention, No nation.,in. all 


the: world lives a’ life more .com- * 


plex. or diversifted, than ours, No 


_form of human activity is allen ‘to ‘us. 
and there are few industries in which 


man ¢an engage that the Americans 


. do not attempt. It passes the range_, 


“ef possibjlity ‘that all ‘these problems 
should be even hinted at in a single 
Speech, or indeed should be fully dis- 
cussed in an entire campaign. ’ I have 
‘cho tonight, therefore, to confine 
what I shall have to say to a. single 
topic, “and ‘that one which diréctly 
affects every citizen of the Republic. 
It is the great topic of taxation. 

I call it ‘a great topic because no one 
escapes taxation or the tax-gatherer. 
He puts his hand into the laborers 
pay envelope and takes a part of 
every weekly wage. He visits. the 
farmer and takes toll of every bushel- 
of grain, every load of hay and‘ every 
pound of; meat upon his farm. He 
taps the merchant's till and demands 
his share of every day's receipts, And 
he sits by the desk of the manufac- 
turer, the banker, or the professional 
man, asking part of everything they 
earn, 

Sometimes he comes without disguise 
and holds out his hand, to be paid on 
the spot in cash. And sometimes we 
pay him through other people in in- 
creased rent to our landlord and 
higher prices to our grocer and baker 
and candlestick maker. But so long 





as life lasts, none of us escapes his 


clutehes. And when taxes grow heavy 


.and excessive, as they are today, they 


mean a lowered standard of living, 


less comforts and less even of neces- * 


sities, and care and worry ‘and harcer 
times for all. ; 

There may be other subjects easier 
discussed in an interesting manner, 
but/ certainly there is no subject of 
more interest. 


Great Battles Fought Over_Taxes. 


I, call it a great topic also because 
around the problems of taxation have 
raged the greatest battles ever fought 
in the cause of human liberty. It was 
the tax exactions of King John that 
brought the meeting at Runnynrede 
and the Mag Charta. It was the 
anded by Charles I. 
that brought on the great revolution 
in England, the rise of Oliver Crém- 
well and the death of Charles himself. 
It was the stamp tax that spilled the 
tea in Boston Harbor and fanned into 
a flame the determination of Ameri- 
cans to become independent. Year af- 
ter year since then political battles 
have’ been fought upon this: battle-— 
field; and will continue to be fought 
there so long as the ambitions, the 
desires and the interests of men con- 
flict. 

The reason for this is clear. . The 
history of taxation since the pdegin- 
ning of organized society reveals a 
constant struggle between the strong 
and the weak, the few and the many, 


the organized minority and the unor- 
ganized majority—each-to shift_the. 
chief burden upon the other. It is 
a truism that. no tax is popular ex- 
cept a tax’ which is paid by some one 
else; and the greatest problem which 
can confront any statesman is to de- 
vise a system of taxation fair and 
equal in its distribution of burdens, 


moderate in its demands and. adequate. 


for the support and maintenance of 
the State. It is my purpose tonight 
to contrast the action and the ideals 
of the Republican and Democratic 
parties on this subject. 


Demécratic View of Taxes. 


The-Democratic Party maintains that 
the only purpose of all just taxation 
is to raise the revenue necessary for 
the effictent and economica) discharge 
of the functions of government. It 
realizes that it is impossible to collect 
by..taxation thousands of millions of 
dollara without seriously affecting the 
producing activities, the consuming 
habits and the economic life of the 
whole country; but it believes that 
the Government should hold these in- 
cidental consequences to their proper 
place and should not make them the 
eardinal aim of any tax or system of 
taxes which it may impose. 

It views taxation as a necessary 
burden and not as a means of eco- 
nomic. or political control, and it holds 
that the only safe ‘principle is the 
distribution of this burden among all 
classes of the people in proportion to 
their ability to bear it. No govern- 
ment or party that abandons this 
principle has ever yet been able to 
resist the influence of ,these classes, 
sections or political factions who seek 
to promote their own interests at the 
expense of the national weifare, 

Ancient and obvious as those truths 
seem, it is necessary to restate and 
insist upon them, since the Republican 
Party has set up other principles for 
ts guidance. n d2alinx with the 
ariff. and in framing internal taxa- 
tion, it has cnosen to d--part entirely 
from the principles of justice and 
equity in distributing their burdens. 
Tt is the cardinal doctrine of that party 
that the purpose of raising revenue 
may be completely subordinated to 
that.of dispensing henefits to certain 
favored industries anl classes, with 
the inevitable resulc that the influence 


and importunity of scexgs for advén- 
tage, and the exigencicvs*of party poll- 
tics rather than. the demands of tne 
public treasury, become the decisive 
factors. It is she conception of the 
Republican Party that taxation may 
be utilized to compel con:cibutions by 
the public not only to th: national 
Treasury, but to selectei benefictaries, 
with the hope that the prosperity of 
the latter may somehow filter down to 
the community as 4 whol.

Ang..Senator Borah followed him in 
declaring that "I do not ‘know. where 
we can get-any facts as to the cost 
of production abroad, I have not been 
advised of such facts; I do not see 
how it is possible to secure them. 
The facts that would be available: to- 
day would be utterly swept away to- 
morrow by..the conditions throughout 
the world. I do not believe it would 
be possible to make a tariff law of 
permanent worth under. such condi- 
tions. There are no facts presented 
and there are no facts to present.” 

No consideration whatever was given 
to the change that had come ‘over 'the ’ 
economic situation of America-and of 
the world.

Her productive machin- 
mt A and her skilled labor were unex- 
celled, and she was and is able to 
produce in nearly every industry more 
cheaply in proportion to the persons 
employed than’ any other nation. - 

She had and has unlimited supplies 
of raw material and of foodstuffs © 
which it was- necessa to market 
abroad, which manifestly she could 
not hope to do unless she was. willing 
to buy in return. Moreover, the in- 
dustries of Europe, instead of being 
in a vigorous and flourishing condi- 
tion such as to threaten an active com- 
petition; were prostrate in men and 
materials, in money and in credit. 
Never ‘in all the history of America 
was there less reason to erect a Chi- 
nese wall around her borders and cut 


off productive commerce with the out- 
side world. 


Points te Republican Criticism. 


I do not ask you to take Democratic 
testimony alone as to the character 
of this bill.

this sort does not protect, but merely 
exploits. Every consumer in America 
ean Vrom his own dally experience 
bear witness to this fact. I do not 
envy the position of Republican can- 
didates or Republican orators who are 
compelled now to praise this act as a 
wise and beneficent measure. 

In plain fact, it was economic mad- 
ness and political destruction. That 
it should raise the cost of living and 
exploit the. public for the manufac- 
turer’s benefit was, of course, what 
was intendee.

Pledges Tariff Revision. 


As-against this legislative monstros- 
ity and in substitution for .it, the 
Democratic. Party proposes té reform 
the tariff by- revising downward. the 
existing duties to a truly competitive 
basis, and by eliminating all favorit- 
ism and the evils that flow from it.

Gives Automobiles as an Example. 


When the duty on automobiles was 
under discussion in Congress our do- 
mestic manufacturers petitioned not 
for an increase but for a reduction 
in rate. They did not fear foreign 
competition under a duty lower even 
than that which had been fixed in the 
Democratic tariff. They were right 
in belicving that a high duty merely 
provoked foreign retaliation and that 
a reduction here would open the way 
for reciprocal’ reductions abroad and 
give a better foreign market for the 
output of American genius and eéffi- 
ciency.

For Revision Also ef Taxes. 


That reduction in taxation must not 
stop with a revision of the tariff is 
apparent to every one. The bill reduc- 
ing the internal revenue taxes passed 
by the last Congress must be treated 
as a beginning and not as a finality. 

I do not believe in high surtaxes 
simply for the sake of high surtaxes, 
or any higher taxes of any sort than 
those which are necessary to support 
the Government. 
common justice dictates that when 
reductions come they. shall be given 
first to those who feel ‘the burden 
most severely, \ 

In the speech of acceptance delivered 
by President Coolidge he speaks. with 
praise*of the benefits derived in this’ 
regard from the ‘‘bill which I signed.”’ 
It may -be worth while in passing to 
note that this was also the bill which 
he opposed. And the difference be- 
tween that bill and the so-called Mel- 
lon plan put forward as the last word

KEYNOTE AT HARTFORD

Representative 0’ Sullivan ‘Also 
Scores Dry Amendment in 
Democratic Convention. 





HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 17.—Repre-

“tion” system in foreign cities, but this 
city could give any city in Europe cards 
and spades on their playgrounds. 

As to prohibition in Europe, Mr. Hul- 
bert said that he had not met one dis- 
ciple of that cult. He had tried earnest- 
ly to find a ‘‘dry’’ American in London; 
Paris and Berlin, but. he had been unable 
to locate a single one.

No for an answer. - Again it has voted 
to invite the United States Govern-

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THE IRISH TROUBLE. . 

Prime Minister MacDona.p has less 
than a fortnight in which to mobilize 
the ‘forces of conciliation for a settle- 
ment of the Ulster boundary dispute.

If by that time no agree- 
ment has been réached between Dublin 
and Belfast, the Government is 
pledged to introduce a bill providing 
for the appointment of the member 
of the Boundary Commission whom 
Ulster has once more refused to desig- 
nate. .In sosdoing the Ulster Cabinet 
has reiterated its readiness to nego- 
tiate with President Coscrave of the 
Trish. Free State. But several such 
meetings have hitherto proved fruit- 
less, and it is not likely that CosGRAvE 
will show any signs of yielding while 
he holds something like a trump card 
in the shape of the proposed bill at 
Westminster. Other agencies at work 
are represented by Chief Justice 
Feetuam of the Supreme Court of 
South Africa, who has been in Ireland 
since the early Summer and presum- 
ably at work on the quiet. Another 
attempt “at bringing colonial opinion 
to bear upon a peaceful settlement has 
just been made by J. H. Tuomas, 
‘Minister of the Colonies, who is on his 
way home from South Africa, where 
he has. been talking. with General 
SMurTs. 

The struggle in Parliament, if it 
should come'to that, promises to be 
‘bitter. | So eminent a lawyer as Lord 
Cavs, one of the British Judges of 
Appeal, characterizes the proposed bill 
as unconstitutional on the ground that 
it ‘would take away from Northern 
Ireland part of its territory without its 
consent.

larity has been a -.great conve- 
nience in his efforts to injure a 
party so blind to his merits as not to 
ynominate him for President.’ Having 
bestowed upon himself an Indepen- 
dent Progressive nomination by means 
of his regulars and many bands of 
irregulars and guerrillas; he has: his

Paper plans. for. stabilizing one’ of 
New York’s leading industries became 
concrete on Monday through the 
initiative of Jacos ‘BittrKorr, re- 
cently appointed Impartial Chairman 


agreement between the, manutac- | 
turers and the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers’ Union. Early in the Sum- 
mer both parties. agreed in principle 
to the joint éstablishment. of basic 
wage scales ‘‘-dependent upon «nd 
commensurate with production” and 
to the organization of a system of un- 
‘employment insurance. To settle any 
differences that might arise, the man- 
ufacturers and the union undertook to 
restore the arbitration machinery 
which broke down in 1921.. Chairman 
Bruurkorr has been empowered to 
appoint a committee of three from the 
associations of manufacturers and 
contractors and the union to prepare 
for the establishment of the unem- 
ployment insurance fund on Dec. 1. 
An agreement has also been reached 
to coordinate the activities of this 
committee with one already appointed 
to investigate the problem of wage 
scales. Both committees, will now 
function under the sche ep eye of 
the Impartial Chairman. ‘ 

The manufacturers are much con- 
cerned with the problem of unem- 
ployment and believe the working out 
of the unemployment insurance pro- 
gram to be the ‘‘ central step in the 
“joint program of the union and 
** the manufacturers in stabilizing, the 
** industry.” One manufacturer is 
quoted as saying that ‘‘as long as 
** the workers face substantial periods 
** of unemployment without adequate 
**means of supporting themselves, 
** constructive measures of. gtabiliza- 
“tion must wait.’’ Unemployment 
insurance is at best an alleviation of 
the effects of an industrial. disease 
which should be wiped out by scien- 
tific methods of prevention and cure. 
But in this instance it has come to 
stand as a symbol for a cooperative 
effort between the ‘employers and a 
labor union which promises much for 
New York. That the union in this 
case should be one with a reputation 
for extreme radicalism among its 
Ymembers suggests the unusual quality 
of leadership it enjoys and the sober- 
ing effects of responsibility. 


GOVERNMENT AID FOR AVIATION. 

It would be well for the country if 
President Cootzpan’s belief that the 
Government should take the lead in 
experiments in aviation and help pro- 
mote its development commercially 
were shared by Congress. Although 
the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment has been slow in appreciating 
the value of aviation, Congress has 
been even slower. Both in peace and 
in war -we have fallen behind the 
nations of Europe. The annual 
appropriations have been niggardly— 
last year Congress voted less’ than 
$30,000,000 for the post office, army 
and navy air services. ~ When our 
backwardness. as shown during the 
war is considered, this is ah inade- 
quate sum. Excellent as were our 
army aviators, most.of them were 
trained in foreign planes, and it was 
only toward the end of the war that 
we developed our own machines in 


+} large enough quantities to be of real 


value. 

One of the benefits of the world 
flight is that it dramatized the pos- 
sibilities of aviation. It stands to 
reason that the routes followed, par- 
ticularly across the two oceans, do not 
offer commercial advantages. Nor 
were the @xtances covered by the 
Planes on a single hop comparable to 
the coast-to-coast flights. But the 
successful circumaviation of the globe 
required daring, resourcefulness and 
initiative, and showed what could be 
done with caréful planning and fore- 
thought. More {important than this, 
it appealed to the imagination. _ In 
this manner it should give a boost’ to 
commercial aviation and increase 
interest in the air mail service. 

The possibilities of peacé-time avia- 
tion have scarcely been understood in 
this country. - . Abroad passenger ser- 
vice between the great capitals is 
operated on regular schedules at rea- 
sonable rates, with almost com 
safety. The London-Paris Journey by 
air is now no more complicated. than 
the trip across the. Channel. Anew 
service is being established -between 
Berlin and Copenhagen. Evén South 
America is making use of this new. 
method -of locomotion, Colombia; 
where communication by river and 
rail is particularly. difficult and slow, 
has introduced a-system of” hydro- 
planes and land airplanes which ‘has 
reduced to a few hours journeys that 
Seeenty. took ‘days or ‘weeks.

In Buffalo 
it is the Klan that has been defied, not 
the law, and it has appealed in vain to 
the courts for the protection of its 
secrets. 

Among other impudent arguments for 
the granting of such protection, the de- 
fending counsel declared ‘that publica- 
tion of the membership Hets would lead 
to breaches of the peace! In other 
words, if their identity became. known, 
the. Klansmen would suffer from expres- 
sions of disapproval from their neigh- 
bors. Murderers and highwaymen could 
make the same plea. 

But so much praise should not be given 
to those carrying on the Buffalo prose- 
cutions that there would be none left to 
bestow on the pastor and congregation 
of an African Methodist Episcopal 
Church In Galesburg, Ill. A service held 
in that church this week was inter- 
rupted, as like services In other churches 
have been, by the entrance of a group 
of gowned smen, who, after march- 
ing up to the pulpit, deposited there a 
gift of $65.as a contribution to a fund 
being raised _— paying the pastor’s 
salary.

Col, Harvey on Our Forelgn Pollcy. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the absence of George W. Wickersham 
abroad, may I be permitted to point out one 
or two facts in connection with the state- 
ment. issued by Colonel George Harvey tn 
the September number of The North Amert- 
can Review and quoted on the editorial page 
of Tus New. Yore Times of Sept. 10? 

Mr. Wickersham contributed an article to 
the December, 1923,. number of Foreign Af- 
fairs, in which he referred»to a speech in 
London by Colonel Harvey, in which Colonel 
Harvey was purported to have said that 
“the national American foreign policy ts 
to have no foreign policy.” On Dec. 28, 1923, 

lone] Harvey wrote Mr. Wickersham deny- 
ing ever having made such a etatement. Mr. 
Wickersham answered on Decs 81 that he 
was distressed at having misrepresented 
Colonel Harvey’s views and that he would 
send a correction to Foreign Affairs. Colonel 
Harvey, it may be noted, had not suggested 
that any correction was necessary. ‘The 
thought simply occurred to me,” ‘he said, 
“that you might like to avoid possible re- 
iteration of an inadvertent Byes rat 
tion.”* 

Before proceeding further in. 4 Ai matter,, 
Mr. Wickersham evidently wished to verify 
the source of his statement. On Jan, 4, 
1924, he wrote a second letter to Colonel: 
Harvey in which he reported that he had) 
found the authority on which he had based 
his remarks. He referred to the Oct. 24, 
1923, issue of THs New Yorx Times, on the 
first page of which appeared a cable dis- 
patch from London containing the follow- 
ing sentence: 

‘The Ambassador then said that the na- 
tional American policy was to have no for- 
eign policy.” 

Having transferred the responsibility for 
the misquotation of Colonel Harvey to an 
antecedent source, Mr. Wickersham évidently 
assumed that Coloney Harvey’s natural 
course would be to write a line of denial 
to THe New Yorx Times. Such a denial in| 
a daily newspaper, besides correcting the | 
original error, would have received much 
wider publicity than a denial in a quarterly 
review which, due to the fact that an in- 
terval of three months appears between is- 
sues, is not adapted to controversy or the 
printing of correspondence. In any event, 
no further word seems to have been received 
by Mr. Wickersham from Colonel Harvey, 
nor did Colonel Harvey communicate di- 
rectly with -the editorial management of 
Foreign Affairs.

My Dear Mr. Secretary: Tus New Yore 
Tres of Sept. 8 quoting from your contri- 
bution to the Republican textbook,. says, re- 
ferring a the Dawes report: 

It is not likely that this result could 
have been accomplished through the Amer- 
ican Government as @ direct participant. 
If such governmental participation hed 
been attempted, the whole matter would 
inevitably have become involved in polit- 
{eal controversy, and apprehension of the 
assumption of obligations by this Govern- 
ment would either have balked the effort 
altogether or would have hampered it by 
restrictions. 3 
The statement that \the American people 
were or are apprehensive in this connection 
has been constantly repeated for several 
years by various representatives of the peo- 
ple, and I have resented thé injustice of the 
statement for so long’a time that I am at 
last compelled to apply to you for redress. I 
am an ex-soldier of the World War, and 
early in 1917 departed for France, bearing 
the blessing of my countrymen. This bless- 
ing contained no admonition to be apprehen- 
sive. To the contrary, if I remember cor- 
rectly, we were admonished to be courageous 
and advised ‘that we were equal to any people 
we would meet in Europe. We were dé- 

lighted to find that in diplomatic and phys- 
ical contact with our friends and our enemies 
in Europe the confidence of our countrymen 
in us was not misplaced, It is clear to mé, 
therefore, that this apprehension began with 
the armistice; and does not include thé A. BD. 

F., excepting probably a few individuals, and 
must therefore. représent the sentiment of} 
some of those Americans who. bade us god- 
speed in 1917-18. 

Insoimuch as we were not apprehensive 
then and would willingly meet any of the 
European peoples in any way the exigencies 
of the time and situation demanded, with a 
strong preferences for the role.of friendly 
well-wisher and rel supporter of any who 
may stand in of our united strength, I 
beg that you find some way to correct the 
statement in the party textbook and place 
the stigma of apprehension on that part-of 
the American people to whom it belongs.

ENLIST THE POLICE 
IN TRANSIT FIGHT 


Hylan Authorizes the Use of 
10,000 of Them to Circulate 
Petitions. 





Mayor Hylan brought the Police De- 
partment as an ally into his fight with 
the transit companies yesterday when 
he authorized the use of the 10,000 mem- 
bers of the uniformed force in the cir- 
culation of. petitions, prepared by the 
Eastern District Subway League of 
Brooklyn, urging Governor Smith ‘‘to 
use his good offices’ to abolish the use 


of wooden cars and other “obsolete 
equipment” on the transit lines of the 
city 

The Brooklyn organization, through its 
President, Ernest Gilmore Gardner, ob- 
tained permission from the Mayor on 
Aug. 16 last’to have their... petition 
placed before the public through the 
Police Department. In granting their 
request the Mayor, ih a letter written to 
them, offered the cooperation of every 
municipal department: in effecting a 
wide distribution of the appeal. After 
the petitions with names subscribed 
through the police canvass have_ been 
filed they are to be sent to the. head- 
quarters of the league,.16 Court Street, 
Brooklyn. The petition, which is ad- 
dressed to Governor Smith, says in part: 

‘We, the undersigned, citizens and 
residents of the City of New York, re- 
spectfully protest against the menace to 
the safety of the traveling public due 
to the methods of maintenance and op- 
eration of the rapid transit systems in 
this city. 

“Five serious accidents have occurred 
on the Brooklyn lines in the past six 
years, causing the death of at least 105 
persons and injuring more than ..215 
others, besides several accidents on 
Manhattan lines and on steam or elec- 
tric roa&s operating within this city. 

*“‘Conditions such as the following de- 
mand the adoption of prompt remedial 

easures: 

“Obsolete and worn out wooden ele- 
vated cars are in operation. ‘ 

“The oldést type of elevated cars are 
not adequately equipped with modern 
safety devices. 

‘“*There is not sufficiently rigid inspec- 
tion and an adequate maintenance of 
rolling stock. 

“Mechanical defects in mechanisin 
controlling side doors of modern steel 
trains have permitted such side doors 
to fly open while ‘trains have. been in 
motion. 

“‘Dangerous undermanning of six and. 
seven car trains. 

“The need of renewing ‘or strengthen- 
ing many elevated structures. 

*‘We therefore petition your. Excel- 
lency ta. use your good offices so that 
some action may be taken to-have gll 
dangerous conditions removed, fin order 
thet all passengers who are obliged to 

ride .on transit lines in this city may 
be enabled to travel with the maximum 
of safety.”

“The Board of Transportation, at its 
meeting at 49 Lafayette Street next 
Tuesday, at 11 o'clock, will . consider 
the balance of the route of the Four- 
teenth * Street-Eastern- Rapid _ Transit 
line. This section extends from Eldert 
Street and Wyckoff Avenue, Brooklyn, 
connate with the existing Broadway 
elevatéd line at Bast New York. 

“‘The members of the board, in _con- 
junction with the engineers, are dis- 
posed to favor a continuance of the line 
under Wyckoff Avenue to and under 
Cooper Avenue, to-the right of way of 
the Long Island Railroad Com any, 
thence under the. Long Island right. of 
way and along the easterly side of the 
railroad, skirting Holy Trinity and Ky- 
ergreen Cemeteries to a. point between 
Granite. Street and Furman Avenue,

Noble, owner of the schooner 
yacht ‘Princess, The races for the Lady 
Baird -and Seawanhaka Trophies were

Racing in one of the heaviest winds: 
of the season on Long Island Sound,

outsailing Grebe, Heron ger Paumonok, 
all of which are ‘notably fast in a heavy 
breeze, Lea has won most of her races 
in light weather, but it is said that 
when the breeze goes above twenty-five 
knots she is also very gvod, and she 
proved so today, being very well sailed 
by Captain Hoyt. 


Eche Twice Victorious. 


Echo, the British heavy weather six- 
meter, owned by Sir Thomas Glen Coats, 
won the Noble prize in the morning 
from ten other boats of the class, and 


also captured the Seawanhaka: Trophy 
in the afterneon, in which Echo easily 
defeated her teamma' Betty and This- 
tle. . Echo is unquestionably ..a great 
heavy weather racing craft and was at 
home in today’s blow, being sailed in 
both races by-Joe Hannen of the British 
team, Having a bad coid, Sir Thomas 
Glen Coats did not sail-in either race in 
which his yacht was victorious. Echo 
won the heavy weather race of the In- 
ternational series, in which Betty and 
Thistle, two of the British boats, were 
dismasted. 

There were women members of the. 
crews on most of. the racing yachts in 
the morning race, Mrs. Hannen sailing 
on Echo; Lady Baird sailing on Betty; 
Miss Lewis on Zenith; Mra, Havem ~ 
on Heron; Mrs. De Forrest on Prisc: 
Miss Clark on Thistle; Miss Work on 
Paumonok, and Mrs,- Stewart with Co 
modore Stewart on ‘Iris. 

Lea led almost from start to finish 
in the race for Lady Baird’s trophy, 
which is a-silver t ard made in Eng- 
land in 1740.. This race was over a 
triangular course of ‘six miles, sailed 
twice around, or a total distance of 
twelve miles. Grebe and Heron were 
strong. contenders, however, and 
was only 22 second ahead of the Nevins 
yacht at the end of the hard race.

Grebe Leads at Start.

The 
first leg was a reach to and around 
Center Island Buoy,'then a beat to the 
Lioyd’s Neck Bell and then a run back 
to the Middle’ Ground.

Binkerd, Vice Chairman. This is the 
first statement that the railroad Presi- 
dents lave issued.in the present cam- 
paign and is in line with the policy an- 
bnounced earlier in the year that the 
only political activity: of the railroads 
would , be to answer accusations which 
were considered. unfounded. 

“The railroads have no interest in the 
current political controveréy,” said. Mr. 
Binkerd’s statement yesterday, “except 
that it shall not be used to convey mis- 
information and untruths regarding the’ 
railroad.industry. It is-from this point 


statement made last Sunday by Robert 
M. La Follette Jr. 

“He said that the farmers know that 
freight rates are fixed under the Trans- 
portation ‘act not on*-physical value of 
the railroads but substantially on their 
book value, which includes all the 
‘water,’ &c.
